SUDDEN COUNTER-BLOW AGAINST A 


THREE-PRONGED JAPANESE INVASION 


En em y Legions Throw n Into Reverse in India — Japs

N EW D E LH I, Mar. 24— (IN S )— 


Allied juris e fighters, clashing out 
with a sudden counter-blow against 
a three-pronged Japanese invasion 
of India, threw the enemy legions 
of one column into reverse today 
and forced them to yield at least 
four strong positions.

The main column of the enemy 


forces appeared headed for Imphal,

city. 
Two other columns also have 


slipped over the India-Burma fron­ 
tier; one a subsidiary unit which 
accompanied the original detach­ 
ment. and 
the second a 
strong 


group which attempted a surprise 
pincer move on Imphal. 
This column’s successful crossing 


of the frontier yesterday marked 
Hie second invasion of India within 
48 hours.

bution control program for the year 
beginning April I. keeping the over­ 
all provisions of the present regu­ 
lations, hut adding the requirement 
that consumers file detailed reports 
with their dealers. 
Under the new 
program, con­ 
sumers 
are 
entitled 
to 
seven- 


eighths of their normal annual coal 
requirements in the form of anthra­ 
cite or “ eastern” coke, and may 
fill out the remainder with a "sub­ 
stitute”—bituminous coal. Of the 
total allowable anthracite or "east­ 
ern” coke supply, one-half may be 
delivered between April I and Oct. 
I. After next Oct. I, dealers are re­ 
quired to fill tin1 needs first of those 
domestic consumers who have less 
than five days’ supply on hand. 
In order to get any coal at all 


after April I. each consumer must 
fille with his dealer a report of his 
annual requirements, the amounts 
and type of fuel he had on hand 
April I, the number of rooms to he 
heated, and the type of heating 
equipment 
used. 
Present 
stocks 


will he deducted from the total al­ 
lowable amount the consumer may 
receive. Consumers who buy less 
than one ton at a time, exclusively 
in hags, are not required to file a 
report. 
Another protection against heat­ 
less homes is contained in the pro­ 
vision that 
dealers 
must supply 


“ orphan” customers 
householders 


without an established dealer rela­ 
tionship-on the same basis that 
they serve their regular customers.
